Heroes Without Medals 


The headlines tell a gratifying story of how our Army Air 
Forres arc ripping the Axis apart. 
There la another part of tho 
■tory, also gratifying, but not told in the headllnea. 
It* setting la 
on tho nth# r end of the airline route to Berlin and or Tokyo. 
The heroes of this story wear no medals and get precious little 
public recognition. 
But without, them our aerial offensive would 
have been delayed many months—meaning the loss of thousands 
of American and Allied lives before we were In a position to give 
more punishment than we were receiving. 
These heroes are the hundreds of civilian Instructor* In the 
primary flying schools of the AAF Training Command. 
The pri­ 
mary schools, In which aviation cadets first learn to get airplanes 
off the ground, arc run by civilians on contract with the Govern­ 
ment. 
The civilian operators retain and pay the Instructors, who 
are also civilians. Not until they get Into the more "military" type 
of flying In the basic, or secondary, stage of training do the cadets 
receive Instruction from Army pilots. 
Civilian Instructors have suffered a number of major and minor 
annoyances because they were not technically “In the Army.’’ Many 
a local draft board has apparently l>een puzzled by this phrase. 
Often an Instructor was forced to leave his duties and travel hun­ 
dreds of miles to explain that even though he was not “In the 
Army” ho was doing a Job for which the Army—and the country— 
could never really repay him. 
Finally this difficulty wa* solved 
placing the Instructors In the enlisted reserve corps where they 
are act'ially members of an Army component, hut not on active 
Army duty. 
Countless times an Instructor has resisted the urge to choke 
an old friend who asked, “Aren’t you a filer? 
Why aren’t you In 
the Army?" 
Civilian Instructors have taken a tremendous load off the rmy 
Instructors. 
Most of them have had little or no Army flying train­ 
ing. 
But they know the fundamentals of flying as well as the 
•hottest" AAF pilots, and cadets must learn those fundamentals 
before they take on Che chandelles and figure eights or any com­ 
plicated military maneuvers. 
So the civilians have assumed the all-important chore of Intro­ 
ducing airmen to the air. 
AAF pilots are free to concentrate on 
the advanced phases. 
As with practically all filers, these civilians would rather be 
In combat thnn In teaching. 
But they are needed where they are. 
Fach on" can turn out scores of new pilots—on the fighting front. 
he would be only one man. 
The primary Instructors’ Job Is probably the most difficult 
and nerve-wracking In all of flying training. 
Nobody knows what 
a young student will do the first few times In the air. 
The civilian 
teacher must he constantly on the alert for any sudden error on 
the part of his student. 
Ile assumes the tremendous responsibility 
of determining whether the cadet can or cannot become a pilot; 
for more candidates larking the peculiar combination of qualities 
of a filer must be weeded out In primary than In any other phase 
of flying training 
And the work Is deadly monotonous. 
Many of these Instructors 
have thousands of flying hours behind them, all have hundreds. 
But they must go over and over the sim plest fundamentals—like 
*Ph. B ’s ca<ip<i upon to teach children their first lessons In reading 
and writing. 
Innumerable letters from pilots tell the primary Instructors of 
gratitude for lessons well taught. 
Every filer appreciates their 
Importance. 
The phrase “unsung heroes” Is a little trite, hut "un­ 
sung heroes” they are.
